Nineteen o f the 2 8 still are 
ento mbed under 8(1 millio n to ns o f ro ck and debris. The fo llo wing tells 
what the site lo o ks like to a to urist fo ur y ears later.

WEST ’i RLI/OWSTON E, Mon t. if1! — State Highway 28 7 win ds sou th 
from the fishin g v illage of En n is alon g the broad, pleasan t Madison Riv er 
Valley . 


After a while, road an d riv er swin g east toward a n arrow open in g 
in pin e-cov ered mou n tain s. A motorist u n familiar with the area won ders 
when he ll see sign s of the earthqu ake that threw a mou n tain top in to 
the riv er ju st fou r y ears ago, dammin g it an d killin g 28 sleepin g campers. 
He do esn t hav e a lo nu wait. Still miles away , he can see a 
bro wn gash in the wall o f green pines o n the right side o f the cany o n, 
almo st at its mo uth. 


As he driv es closer, a huge pile of rock shu ts ou t his v iew. A detou r 
swings him on a winding, climbing road to his left. A sign say s “dan ger.” 


For the n ex t few min u tes the driv er is bu sy n egotiatin g the in terv al 
between on comin g cars an d the u n gu arded right edge of the road, 
a dis­ 
qu ietin g height abov e the rocks. 


He reaches a parkin g sightseein g area an d is abou t to ask where 
the slide area is. 


Suddenly he realizes he Is o n It, and has been ev er since he 
passed the deto ur sign half a mile to his rear. 


To the sou th, ju st across die can y on , looms the half-mile wide scar 
left by the slide. It towers 1,000 feet abov e him. 


Far below him, in what u sed to be the can y on floor, the Madison 
Riv er flows ov er the slide area in a spillway cu t in fran tic haste by Army 
en gin eers within day s after the catastrophe. 


The tou rist loks behin d him on his own side of the can y on , to the 
n orth. He stares almost in disbelief, an d sen ses for the first time the 
power of the qu ake-lau n ched av alan che. 


Stretchin g Mime IOO feet abov e aid behin d him is a pile of hu ge 
rocks an d broken trees. They are the high-water mark of the av a­ 
lan che as it thu n dered down the can y on , across the riv er, an d rolled 
fu lly MMI feet u p the other side. 
Two rocks are bigger than hou ses. On on e has been placed a plaqu e 
in memory of the IO person s bu ried somewhere u n der the slide 
The slide rolled across the riv er an d spread ou t to form a tight 
dam of the Madison a mile u p an d down the can y on 
Qu ake Lake is the n ame giv en lo the body of water impou n ded for 
fiv e miles u pstream bv n atu re’s dam-bu ildin g. It is a clear, deep blu e 
lake. Bu t there’s somethin g stran ge abou t it. 


It is rin ged with dead pin e trees that show the high-water mark 
reached beton * en gin eers pu n ched throu gh the spillway to reliev e 
accu mu latin g water pressu re that might hav e blown the dam an d 
spread chaos in the Madison Valley . 
Tips of other dead trees stick ou t a1! ov er the lake, especially 
n ear the shore. Qu ake Lake’s fu tu re for recreation — bey on d sight-seein g 
— seems u n certain . 


A pair of forest ran gers man the most popu lar tu rn ou t area on 
the dam. They giv e frequ en t lectu res ex plain in g ju st what happen ed. 
Has the earthqu ake hu rt tou rist trade? Ju st the opposite. 
“ Lots more people come this way n ow than did before the qu ake,1* 
a ran ger say s. 


A **hort distan ce u pstream from Qu ake I,ake is Hehgen Dam 
an d lake, this on e bu ilt bv man . The earthqu ake pu t a rrack in Heh- 
gen Dam, cau sin g a ru mor the dam had gon e when in fact n atu re 
had added a secon d on e. 


Tile qu ake tilted Hehgen Lake, an d sev eral stretches of Highway 
28 7, which skirts the lake, dropped in to the water. This trapped 250 other 
v acation ers in the can y on du rin g the n ight of terror that followed the 
slide. 
Sign s here an d there mark where some of the refu gees gathered 
to comfort each other an d await rescu e — the wou n ded v ia helicopter, 
others bv qu ickly bu lldozed by passes where the highway had disappeared. 
Parachu tists of the U.S. Forest Serv ice were the first to reach the 
stricken su rv iv ors.

Statistician s of a life in su r­ 
an ce compan y report that 
the n u mber of marriages in 
the Un ited States in creased 
1.9 percen t in 19 62 an d that 
it was the fou rth con secu ­ 
tiv e y ear to record a rise. 
There were abou t 1,579 ,000 
marriages in the cou n try last 
y ear, compared with 1,550,- 
000 in 19 61 an d 1,525,000 in 
19 60. 
In Can ada, howev er, the marriage 
m arket was n ot so bu llish. The n u m­ 
ber of m arriages there dropped for 
the third con secu tiv e y ear an d the 
rate was the lowest in 28 y ears. There 
were fewer than 127,000 marriages in 
Can ada in 1902, equ iv alen t to a rate 
of 6 8 per 1,00ft popu lation , the stat­ 
istician s report. 
lr. sev en states, the in crease in 
m arriages last y ear was well abov e 
the av erage for the Un ited States, 
whereas other states registered on ly 
small chan ges from 1901. The in ­ 
crease ran ged from 6 to 8 per cen t 
in the widely separated states of New 
Hampshire, 
Oklahoma, 
Ten n essee, 
Nev ada, Idaho an d Washin gton , an d 
was abou t 12 per cen t in Sou th Da­ 
kota. 
In con trast, n ew legislaUon which 
raised the min imu m age for m ar­ 
riage cau sed a marked drop in wed­ 
din gs in Iowa, the n u mber decreasin g 
from 24,774 in 1960 to 18 ,8 92 in 1902. 
Mon tan a, with a IO per cen t decrease, 
was the on ly other state registerin g 
su bstan tially fewer m arriages in 1962 
than in 1901, althou gh IO other states 
had slight decreases, the statisUcian s 
said. 
The m ajor cities, as a grou p, re­ 
corded in creases in marriages of 2 6 
per cen t last y ear. Of the 108 cities 
with popu lation s of more than 100,000 
in 1900, almost three-fou rths reported 
in creases. Of cities with at least on e 
million popu lation , New York alon e 
reported a decrease in m arriages, the 
n u mber fallin g from 66,258 in 1961 to 
65,512 in 1962.
